About 
Virginia. nine years ago providence favoured an in- 
dlination that had grown up with me from 
early youth, to enliſt myſelf among the ſoldiers of the adorable 
and ever bleſſed Jesus, by becoming a preacher of his goſpel. 
I was then ordained, and as I had lived for ſome years preceding 
that time in Virginia, and had my title from thence, agreeable 
to the conſtitution of the church of England, it became my 
duty to return here, to employ my poor talents in my Maſter's 
ſervice, and endeavour to make Him, and the myſteries of his 
redeeming love, more known wherever I went, but more eſpe- 
cially in that corner of h:s vineyard, which fell to my lot to 
till and dreſs, Various have been the viciſſitudes, with reſpect 
to myſelf and my charge, that I have experienced in that time; 
but thoſe things are well and wiſely ordered by the ſovereign 
diſpoſer of all events. It is by exerciſes and trial that the graces 
of our militant ſtate are called forth and made to ſhine before 
men; and it is hereby that we artive at a more complete know- 
ledge of ourſelves, and are taught to bear one anothers burdens,

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and ſympathize wh each other. I am perſuaded that no provi. 
dence befalls any member of the church militant, bur what has

ing ſouls ; but alas H to how many does be prove a ſtumbling-

A ſcheme of moral doctrine 
has gone abroad among us, that in my poor opinion ſeems really

and enforced here it muſt turn the bleſſed goſpel into a mere 
ſyſtem of ethicks, little ſuperior to what Plato and other re- 


nowned ſages of antiquity have favoured the world with. But 
wherever ſaving grace hath poſſeſſed the heart, there, I am of opi- 


nion, the fru will be unto holineſs; morality will ſhine forth 
in its true luſtre, and be the natural reſult of a true converſion _ 
to GOD. But by the other method, I fear CHRIST is grievouſly, 
wounded, his goſpel injured, not to ſay, olten inſulted. It is

| the preaching of Cnz457, and him crucified, thati is, and ever 
will be, the power of GOD to ſalvation, to every one that be- 
lieveth. This is the way of righteouſneſs i in which alone there 
is peace, and in the path-way whereof there is no death.
